SIR JOHN HENSLOW 


Sir John Henslow’s post at the Navy Board was the direct forerunner of 
the present post of Director of Naval Construction at the Admiralty. 

Henslow was appointed joint Surveyor of the Navy by Patent dated 
13 December 1784; he had commenced duty on 24 November, 1784. 

He himself gave the following information about his career to the Royal 
Commissioners of 1787: 

After having served an apprenticeship to Sir Thomas Slade, he was 
appointed a Quarter Man in 1754, and in November, 1755, he was removed 
from Deptford to the Navy Office, being appointed Draughtsman to Sir 
Thomas Slade (then Surveyor of the Navy), which situation he held till 
1762, when he was appointed Master Boat Builder at Woolwich. In 1764 
he was appointed Purveyor of Chatham Yard, from thence in the same year 
he was removed to Woolwich, being appointed Master Caulker and Second 
Assistant at that yard: from thence in the year 1765 he was removed to 
Portsmouth Yard as Master Caulker; in 1767 he was appointed Builder’s 
Second Assistant at that yard; and in the year 1771, on the death of Sir 
Thomas Slade, he was promoted to be Surveyor’s First Assistant; in 1775 

he was appointed Builder of Plymouth Yard, and from thence in the year 
1784 he was promoted to his present situation.’ 
Henslow was knighted 20 March, 1793, and superannuated 18 June, 1806.
